$21 Million in Road 
Contracts Let to 
Officially End Freeze 


Highway construction in Mad- 
ison and St. Clair counties—at 
a standstill for the past two 
years, because of a government 
i on federal highway fund 
allocations—will resume in the 
bi-county area this week under 
$21 millions worth of road con- 
tracts awarded Friday. 

The contract awards by the 
Illinois Division of Highways 
marked the official end of the 
two-year freeze which tied up 
all highway construction work 
in which any part was financed 
by federal monies. The freeze 
was ordered July 1, 1968. The 
freeze tied up almost $100 mil- 
lions in highway work in the 
two counties, 

Final action that removed the 
freeze order was taken Friday 
with the signing of contracts 
for training minority workers 
for jobs on highway projects. 

Under those agreements, 
training programs were sched- 
uled to begin today for 120 Ne- 

workers at State Community 
College in East St. Louis. Ap- 
plicants for the program ,were 
screened during the weekend in 
Madison, East St. Louis and 
Alton by the Metro-East Labor 
Council which represents min- 
ority workers. 

To Train 300 

Edward L. Welch, spokesman 
for the council, said an ad- 
ditional 800 trainees will be sel- 
ected within the next few 
weeks, The current program 
calls for training of 300 workers 
by Instructors provided by four 
area craft unions. 

‘The training program was ar- 
ranged under a plan advanced 
early this year by Illinois Gov. 
Richard B. Ogilvie to remove 
the basic reasons given by fed- 
eral authorities for imposition 
of the freeze order—a shortage 
of minority workers on high- 
way construction jobs. 

The plans was approved by 
federal authorities, but at first 
met opposition from the unions 
which later went along with the 
program following some 
changes in the original draft. 
The freeze'was lifted last June 
3, but the Metro-East Labor 
Council objected to resumption 
cf highway construction , until 
the training programs actually 
were underway. 

The trainees will receive an 
orientation course at the com- 
munity college and will begin 
on-the-job training Aug. 24 at 
an 80-acre site near Dupo. Af 
ter completing the training pro- 
grams, the men will be sent to 
union halls from where they 
will be sent out on construction 


jobs.

The release would allow a 
maximum construction budget 
of $3.4 million for the Stage IT 
Communications Building, which 
includes an $819,633 federal 
grant under the Higher Educa- 
tion Facilities Act. 

The addition, to be built on 
the south side of the Communi- 
cations Building, will include a 
1200-seat theater and auxiliary 

cilities. 

The Physical Education Phase 
I maximum construction budget 
will be $3.5 million, which, in- 
cludes a $916,667 federal grant. 
It will be located on the flat 
lands west of Bluff road and 
3600 feet from the SIU-SW soc- 
cer field. 

Funds for two other South- 
western campus buildings, Gen- 
eral Classroom and Office Build- 
ings II and Ill, have been pro- 
vided by the legislature but still 
are tied up in the governor’s 
fund freeze.

V-J Day Recalls Wild 
Rejoicing Here in "45 


Relative quict prevailed in 
the Quad-Cities Saturday, Aug. 
15, 1970, But there was a “bed- 
lam of noise” here 25 years 
ago, when “V-J Day” marked 
the end of world war 11. 

Word of the Aug. 15 surrender 
by Japan reached here on Tues- 
day evening, Aug. 14, 1945, set- 
ting off “wild and tumultous 
rejoicing,” Press-Record staff 
members recall. 

“Pent-up emotions—kept on 
ragged edge for 72 hours in ‘anx- 
ious expectation of the momen- 
tous occasion, broke out unre- 
pressed throughout this commu- 
nity, as it’ did in every other 
community in the nation and 
allied countries as well 

Impromptu Parades 

“It took only a few minutes 
after President Truman made 
the official announcement for 
automobile and truck loads of 
noisy, cheering people to begin 
parading the downtown streets, 
horns sounding and many driv- 
ing recklessly. Even lone motor- 
ists joined the cavalcade,” this 
newspaper ‘reported. 

“Some of the cars had been 
hastily decorated with colored 
paper and flags. Others trailed 
tin cans, tubs, buckets and var- 
ious noisemakers tied on behind 
with ropes. Sirens and industri- 
al whistles joined in the deafen- 
ing bediam. 

“Along sidewalks, 
boys marched, yelling 


bands of 
and 


pounding on ‘drums’ made of 
old buckets. The expression on 
the faces of everyone was uni- 
versal—a grin from ear to ear. 

“One scene, which made a 
deep impression against the 
background of merrymakers, 
was noticed on Niedringhaus 
avenue. With autos speeding 
noisily by, with boys beating on 
cans and other _ pedestrians 
laughing and cheering, a single 
soldier, wearing the Combat In- 
fantry Badge and overseas rib- 
bons, soberly threaded his way 
through the crowd.” 

A staff writer covering the 
celebration recalled the quota- 
tion, “The tumult and the shout- 
ing dies; the captains and the 
kings depart. Still stands thine 
ancient sacrifice, an humble 
and a contrite heart." 

So it was in the Quad-Cities 
soon after the initial reaction. 
Churches opened wide their 
doors to welcome large groups 
which flocked inside to offer 
prayers of thanksgiving. Special 
services were held on V-J night 
and throughout the next. day. 

Retail stores and industries 
closed for the day. 

The honor roll of Quad-City- 
ans in service contained 4863 
names, with others to be added. 
Local war dead numbered 125, 
not counting a number who 
were listed as missing, and the 
wounded totaled several hun- 
dred.

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Urges Uniformity 
Of Rules on All 
Campus Troubles 


The University of Illinois 
ground rules on campus disor- 
ders should be made uniform for 
all public colleges and univer- 
sities in the state, Michael J. 
Howlett, state Auditor of Public 
Accounts, said Friday in ad- 
dressing the Serra Club of Du- 
Page county at a luncheon on 
the grounds of the Wheaton 
Franciscan Motherhouse 

Howlett said the University of 
Illinois program involves two 
steps: “First, every new enter- 
ing student receives with his 
notice of admission a letter 
from the chancellor. This letter, 
the product of a student-faculty 
committee, discusses the prob- 
lem of dissent on campus. It 
then defines illegal and disrupt- 
ive acts as behavior that inter- 
rupts university operations or 
interferes with the rights of 
others, 

“The penalties are clearly 
spelled out. After a disciplinary 
hearing, a student may be sus- 
pended or expelled from the uni- 
versity. Students who are guilty 
of participating in illegal activi- 
ties may lose scholarships and 
other financial aid under new 
state and federal laws 

Parents Involved 

“The second step involves the 
parents. Every parent is invited 
to orientation sessions with his 
son or ghter. There is 
meeting with university officials 
who explain the letter and an- 
swer questions about it 

“The freedom of expression, 
including the right to disagree, 
must be at the heart of serious 
intellectual inquiry. But stu- 
dents also must be free to learn 
and teachers free to teach 

“The rules are not made up 
as classes and other normal 
functions of the university are 
being disrupted. eryone 
knows them now. 

“For some time I have been 
suggesting the Governor call to- 

her the heads of all the pub: 
lic colleges and universities in 
the state to develop a common 
program to define the limits of 
dissent on campus and to set 
uniform penalties 

“In the past 20 years, Ilinois 
taxpayers have spent about $4 
billion for ‘higher education in 
state-supported institutions, Tax 
payers, students, and their par- 
ents should all know what. the 
limits are and what the penal 
ties will be.” 

In summarizing, Howlett said 
the students, faculty and admin- 
istration of the University of 
Illinois deserve special recogni- 
tion for seeking to protect both 
the freedom to dissent peace- 
fully and the freedom to learn 
and teach.

Census Bureau Plans 
Employment Survey 


The Bureau of the Census will 
conduct a survey of employment 
and unemployment in this area 
this week, Theodore F. Olson, 
director of the bureau's regional 
office in Chicago, announced 
today. 

This survey is conducted 
monthly by the bureau for the 
U. S, Department of Labor in a 
scientifically designed sample of 
households throughout the entire 
United Stat~s. The employment 
and uner ‘‘oyment statistics 
which are based on the results 
of this survey are used to pro- 
vide a continuing measure of 
the economic health of the na- 
tion as a whole and of its major 
regions, 

In June, for example, the sur- 
vey indicated that 82.1 million 
persons were employed and 3.9 
million were unemployed, with 
an unemployment rate of 4.7%. 

Facts supplied by individuals 
participating in the survey are 
kept confidential and the results 
are used only to compile statis- 
tical results. The law saf 
guarding the privacy of the indi- 
vidual applies to all information 
collected by the Census Bureau,

Recreational Playground gtled paler aS 


A new era in outdoor recrea- 
tion is beginning in Central 1l- 
lincis_as water forms for the 
new Federal Reservoir on the 
Kaskaskia River at Shelbyville. 

The new $56,000,000 reservoir 
will create a recreational play- 
ground for people from Chicago 
to St. Louis and beyond. 

The scenic lake will cover 
11,100 acres over a length of 20 
miles and will provide 250 
miles miles of shoreline at its 
normal stage. At flood stage it 
will extend 30 miles and cover 
over 25,300 acres. 

The reservoir, built by the 
U. S. Army Corps of Engineers 
in cooperation with state and 
local agencies, shows every 
likelihood of being a boater’s 
paradise, according to Col. 
Carroll LeTellier of the St. 
Louis office of the U. S. Army 
Corps of Engineers. 

“There will be broad reaches 
of open water with plenty of 
quiet coves and nooks for an- 
chorage and exploration,” he 
said. 

Facilities for All 

“Planned into the reservoir 
are facilities for boaters, hunt- 
ers, fishermen and those who 
simply want to get away from 
asphalt, super highways, tele- 
phones and the closeness of 
city life that so many of us 
must endure but do not enjoy,” 
Col. LeTellier explained. 

Shilboaters will find that 
there is adequate scope to the 
lake to enjoy their sport with 
the surrounding hills providing 
added safety from high gusty 
winds, And if the water should 
get too rough for sailing, there 
are many protected coves to 
Tide out the blow.

near future. Aquatic biologists 
are sure that the new reservoir 
will support a vast population 
of all the popular game fish. 
They also feel it is possible 
that the deep cold water will 
support populations’ of some 
game fish not usually found in 
Central Ilinois. 

Many of the small coves and 
much of the upper reaches of 
the reservoir will be main- 
tained for the use of fishermen. 

The U. S. Army Corps of En- 
gineers and the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Conservation are build- 
ing or have completed many 
camping, picnicking and day- 
use areas that feature every 
modern convenience for the 
family outdoors. Other conces- 
sion areas will offer services 
that cannot properly be pro- 
vided by governmental agen- 
cies, 

Leased to State 

Nearly 6,000 acres in the up- 
per reaches of the reservoir 
have been leased to the Illinois 
Department of Conservation for 
intensive fish and. wildlife man- 
agement purposes. 

The acreage is divided into 
two separate areas of about 
equal size. One is on the West 
Okaw River and the other on 
the East Fork of the main 
channel of the Kaskaskia 
River. 

Col. LeTellier said the Corps 
does not anticipate heavy flood- 
ing of these areas and feels 
that upland game — quail, 
pheasant, squirrels, rabbits and 
deer along with waterfowl, will 
offer “one of the finest public 
hunting areas in Illinois.” 

‘An added feature of the res- 
ervoir for the family that 
plans to relax will be’ the 
scenic beauty .of the area. 

Col. LeTeilier said that the 
hills and valleys cut by the 
Kaskaskia River as it drained 
away the glacial waters cen- 
turies ago “will offer a vista 
of peace and beauty that will 
be unmatched in Illinois.” 


New Law to Aid 
Agencies Facing 
Assessment Loss 


State Sen. ‘Merrill Ottwein (R- 
Edwardsville) today noted that 
Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie signed 
into law last week a plan de- 
signed to take up the slack in 
local government finances 
caused by two exemptions to 
local property taxes authorized 
by the legislature last year. 

While cities and "counties 
have received substantial help 
in their financing from income 
tax sharing, and school districts 
have benefited a substantial in. 
crease in the Common School 
Formula, other units of local 
government have not received 
any extra assistance. This de- 
ficiency was met by Senate Bill 
1476 as amended, an adminis- 
tration proposal passed in the 
last week of the 1970 budget 
session, Ottwein said. 

The bill modifies the plan by 
which jincome tax sharing for 
cities and counties is com- 
puted, provides a mechanism 
for recognizing the specialness 
of commission plan counties, 
and for making special grants 
for one year to the special dis 
tricts. The entire program will 
be administered by the Depart- 
ment of Local Government Af- 
fairs, including the income tax 
share disbursement formerly 
handled by the Department of 
Finance. 

The objective of the one-year 
grant proposal is to ease the 
transition to the changed tax 
base while providing time for 
the development of a program 
to encourage sound local gov- 
ernment financing procedures. 
This program would be dev 
oped in the light of the property 
tax measures already enacted 
and the proposed tax exemp- 
tion for all personal property 
owned by individuals, the sena- 
tor explained. 

The proposed grant program 
protects each eligible district 
from property tax revenue 
losses due to changes in the 
property tax base from 1969 to 
1970,

The world population, now es- 
timated at 3.632 billion, is in- 
creasing about 14 million a 
week. 

According to figures re- 

by the Population 

Reference Bureau, the 

world’s net population gain 

in 1970 will be 72.6 million— 
more than any other year in 
history and more than the 
current combined population 
of the Middle Eastern coun- 
tries of Iraq, Syria, Israel, 

Jordan, Lebanon, Saudi Ara- 

bia, South Yemen, Yemen 

and the United Arab Repub- 
lic, 

‘This increase represents the 
difference between an estimated 
123.4 million births and’50.8 mil- 
Jion deaths. Every minute, 235 
abies are born in the world, 
and 96 persons die. 

The developing nations of Af- 
rica, Latin America, the Middle 
East and Asia account for more 
than 85% of the population in- 
crease over the past five years. 

With a total population of 
about 2.6 billion, the developing 
regions are growing by between 
2.3%, und 2.9% a year. 

Latin America leads all other 
major regions with an annual 
2.9%, population increase. Within 
this area lies the fastest-grow- 
ing sub-region, Mexico and six 
Central American countries with 
a yearly increase of 3.4%. 

‘The world's major regions dis- 
play marked differences in po- 
téntial ‘‘doubling times” for 
their populations. 

‘At current rates, Latin 
America’s population will 
double in 24 years, Africa’s 
in 27, Asia’s in 31 years, 
Oceania’s in 35 years, the 
United States’ and the Soviet 
Union’s in 70 years and Eu- 
rope’s in 88 years. 2 
The fastest-growing countries 

(in yearly percentage increase) 
are Kuwait (8.3%) and Costa 
Rica (3.8%). 

‘Tiny Kuwait has an annual per 
capita Gross National Product 
of $3490, compared with $50 for 
the Somali Republic, $90 for In- 
dia, $130 for Thailand, $250 for 
Brazil, $970 for the Soviet Un- 
ion, $1950 for France, $2500 for 
Sweden and $3670 for the United 
States. 

Kuwait has one of the world’s 
Jowest death rates (6 per thou- 
sand per year) and a very high 
birth rate (47 per thousand per 
year), so its rate of ‘natural 
jncrease” is a very rapid 4.1% 
a year. 

However, an additional 4.2% 
in annual growth comes from 
net migration — making Kuwait 
a special case.

Swiftly expanding populations 
place a heavy burden on the 
economic development of na- 
tions, using a disproportionate 
share of capital just to maintain 
current levels, 

There are now over one 
billion children under the 
age of 15 in the developing 
countries — more than the 
total population of the devel- 
oped nations. 

East Germany and Hungary, 
whose populations are increas- 
ing by only 0.3% and 0.4% a 
year, respectively, are the 
world's slowest-growing coun- 
tries, 

Of all the major regions, Af- 
rica has the highest vital rates. 

Dahomey ranks first in birth 
rate (54 per thousand per year) 
and is tied with Burundi for the 
second highest death rate (26). 
Upper Volta has the highest 
death rate (28). 

The world’s lowest birth rates 
(14.3, 14.3 and 14.2 respectively) 
belong to East Germany, Swe- 
den and Luxembourg. 

After a steady li-year de- 
cline, the birth rate of the 
United States has risen 
slightly to 17.6, but it is still 
lower than it was during the 
low-fertility years of the 
Depression, 

The rise probably reflects the 
fact that more and more of the 
females born during the post- 
World War II ‘‘baby-boom" are 
now having children of their 
own. 

Whether the movement of this 
population “bulge” into the re- 
productive ages will push the 
U. S. birth rate up even more 
remains to be seen: 

The outcome depends on the 
family-size preferences of these 
and other Americans — and on 
the efficiency with which these 
preferences are borne out in 
practice. 

Sweden and Norway have the 
world’s lowest infant mortality 
rates, with an average of 13 
deaths per year per 1000 chil- 
dren under the age of.one. 

Since infant mortality is not 
influenced by the age structure 
of a population, it is considered 
an excellent index of health and 
nutrition standards. 

Infant mortality is still ex- 
tremely high in Africa, where 
rates between 100 and 200 or 
more prevail. The United States 
has an infant mortality rate of 
21—higher than that of 14 other 
countries. 

If it continued growing at 
its present 2% yearly rate, 
the world population would 
reach four billion in 1975, 
five billion in 1986 and six 
billion in 1995. 

These intervals would repre- 
sent a remarkable shortening of 
the elapsed time needed to gain 


It took all of man’s history— 
perhaps a million years—for the 
human population to reach its 
first billion shortly before 1850. 

When this milestone was 
passed, the yearly rate of 
growth was only 0.5%. If this 
rate had continued, the human 
population would not have 
reached two billion until about 
1990. Instéad, the yearly rate 
of increase has itself doubled 
twice, and we will probably have 
over five billion people by 1990. 
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Faster Election Results in Madison County 
Assured by Decision to Use Voting Machines 


An Aug. 12 decision by the Madison 
County Board of Supervisors assures that future 
election results here will be known in the early 
evening, in contrast with past tabulations which 
often continued until the next morning or even 
the following night. 

Although the machines cannot totally elim- 
inate the possibility of vote fraud, they are 
generally regarded as a step in this direction. 

The public, in evaluating them, will be 
watching for any mid-election-day ‘repairs’ in 
which a workman gains access to the interior 
of a machine which already has recorded a num- 
ber of votes. Citizens also will not want to see 
machines jam and remain jammed in key pre- 
cincts, thwarting voters from participating in 
an election. 

One of the past abuses, developed to a 
point of perfection in the Chicago area, has in 
volved direct inside-the-booth “aid'’ to voters 
designated as infirm. This can continue with 
voting machines, but the process of pulling the 
levers is simple and alert poll judges and watch- 
ers have authority to limit “‘assistance’’ to those 
who actually need it. 

Some financial savings also are predicted, 
although this seems a bit uncertain, especially 
due to the increased hauling costs involved. 

In any case, the lease in effect for the next 
two elections here should give officials and 
citizens extensive opportunity to judge the ma- 
chines and determine whether to exercise the 
purchase option. The plan seems sound, and 
most county residents undoubtedly will look 
forward to the nearly instantaneous tallying of 
election results. 


How High Is Up? We Don’t Know, But Its 
Location Is Midwest, Not the East Coast 


We suppose skyscraper “‘one-upmanship” 
was bound to resume, what with the continuing 
progress in high-rise construction techniques: 
the new ‘‘world's tallest," the 1350-foot World 
Trade Center being built in New York Cit 
is to be topped by a 109-story, 1450-foot Sears, 
Roebuck & Co, headquarters ‘structure in 
Chicago. 

But we recall the power outage several 
years ago which halted elevators and forced 
many East Coast apartment dwellers to climb 
hundreds of steps—reminiscent of our walk up 
the Washington Monument years ago. Unless 
consistent electrical current can be assured, or 
alternate sources provided, a lot of stamina 
might be required to keep these impressive new 
buildings operating. 


Where the People Are... 


Pleasing Progress by Mississippi River 
Festival in Music Quality, Attendance 


The Mississippi River Festival at SIU-SW 
progressed quantitatively in 1970. Box office 
figures show attendance rose 33.7% from 
87,984 last summer to 117,663 for 30 con- 
certs; crowds totaled 36,234, up 34.9%, at St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra performances and 
81,429 at rock-folk presentations, an increase 
of 20,300 over 1969. 

The tent-and-hillside music programs also 
improved qualitatively, critics have agreed. A 
solid addition was the series of Sunday evening 
“pops” concerts by the 95-member orchestra. 
Outstanding guest conductors made appear- 
ances, the most popular being Henry Mancini, 
who attracted 7478, The audience soared above 
15,000 for such musicians as Chicago and The 
Band from Big Pink. 

Because the River Festival has become 
one of the greatest cultural-educational- 
entertainment offerings in the United States, and 
a tremendous asset to this region, the Festival 
board, Southern Illinois University trustees and 
St. Louis Symphony officials should have no 
hesitation whatever in authorizing it to continue 


in 1971. 


Worldwide Action to End Sanctuaries 
Would Halt Plane Hijacking Incidents 


The anti-hijacking bill adopted by the 
U. S. Senate is sensible and ought to be followed 
worldwide. If implemented everywhere, it would 
end the numerous change-of-destination epi- 
sodes which have caused bloodshed and have 
jeopardized the lives of thousands of airplane 
passengers. 

Jurisdiction over hijackings or other in- 
flight crimes would be vested in the nation in 
which the aircraft is registered, This conforms to 
the Tokyo Convention, which has been ratified 
by 22 of the 40 signatory countries but is not 
recognized by others, such as Cuba. 

If potential hijackers knew that they would 
not be regarded as heroes in a foreign land, nor 
granted sanctuary from extradition and prose- 
cution, the dangerous fad of recent months 
would come to a halt. If this does not happen, 
the fault will be largely that of the nations which 
roll out a welcome mat to armed, violent and 
often deranged people.

Southwestern Bell is subtly conveying the 
idea that there is much beauty to be beheld here 
if busy passersby would but pause to observe it. 
We agree, and recommend an occasional pause 
for this purpose. 

Also in accord’ with this advice are people 
who have recovered after being near death. 
Many of them say they are overwhelmed by the 
diversity and attractiveness of their surround- 
ings, and wish everyone could acquire their 
newly found knack of deeper awareness and 
perception, 


‘Staff Assistance Would Enable 
Illinois Legislators to Serve 
More Efficiently, Effectively

In “Legislative Politics in 
Illinois,” Gilbert Y. Steiner and 
Samuel K, Gove write, ‘Parti- 
cipation in legislative activity is 
neither sufficiently demanding, 
sufficiently lucrative, nor suf- 
ficiently secure for members to 
abandon professional or busi- 
ness interests.” 

Members have always had 
the problem of finding a satis- 
factory adjustment between 
public and private interests. 

Among the chief beneficiaries 
of this dilemma are the race- 
tracks, “which enjoy one of the 
lowest tax rates in the nation,” 
Lieutenant Govérnor Paul Si- 
mon wrote in 1964, ‘while our 
tax on a loaf of bread and a 
pound of hamburger is the high- 
est in the nation.” 

Part-time legislators have his- 
torically been cordial toward 
the tracks. In the 1950s, Simon 
writes, “in the same day, the 
House lowered by one-third the 
taxes on two prosperous down- 
state Illinois tracks and raised 
the sales tax 50%...” 

Many legislators insist that 
honest conflicts of interest will 
exist as long as employment is 
part-time. Others believe the 
legislature should be a compro- 
mise of interests. 

But many experts agree that 
annual sessions, with full-time 
legislators avoiding conflicts of 
interest and earning a higher 
salary, will greatly“increase the 
legislator's ability to do a bet- 
ter, more effective job. 

Other imple” problems, 
possibly passed over too lightly, 
would be easier to solve. 

“Justification for minimally 
necessary tools such as staff 
and secretarial assistance or of- 
fice space does not depend on 
annual sessions,” the Katz 
Commission reports: 

“We believe such tools to be 
necessary whether or not an- 
nual sessions are implemented. 
We are convinced, however, 
that securing and utilizing these 
tools will be extremely difficult 
without annual sessions.” 

Headed by State Rep. Harold 
A, Katz the commission was 
formed in 1967 to study reform 
of the General Assembly. 

Another reason that annual 
sessions appear a: necessity in 
Illinois is the frequency with 
which governors have called 
special sessions in recent years. 

Special sessions have been 
called in every biennium 
but one (1959) since 1957. 
“In such sessions,” the Katz 

Commission report explains, 
“the Governor dictates the 
agenda, and the proceedings 
are customarily both hurried 
and harried, devoid of the delib- 
erative atmosphere that should 
characterize the legislative 
process.” 

“Rather than resort habitual- 
ly to this troublesome and lim- 
iting procedure,” the report 
continues, ‘‘we believe that the 
problems of the people of Illi- 
nois demand and justify annual 
sessions of the General Assem- 
bly.” 

Special sessions can be 
called only by the governor. 
Only he has the power. of 
response to emergencies oc- 
curring in the interim perl- 

~od between regular sessions. 

This article has been con- 

sidered an executive strong- 

hold, certainly contrary to 
designs of strengthening the 
legislature. 

Section 13 of the old con- 
stitution provides that all 
legislation becomes effective 
on July 1 after passage, 
unless declared urgent by 
two-thirds of all members 
elected. It is thought this 
date should be retained as a 


target date for adjournment 
of the General Assembly. 

The Illinois Commission on 
the Organization of the General 
Assembly urges, however, that 
“a general statute should be en- 
acted to provide for a later ef- 
fective date so the public will 
have access to new laws before 
they go into effect.” 

The commission suggests that 
law provide for including an 
effective date in each bill and 
that public access to such leg- 
islation be made immediately 
upon approval. 

The Constitutional Convention 
might also decide to seek to 
improve legislative effective- 
ness by alerting the committee 
structure. 

Standing committees are sup- 
posed to screen bills, changing 
and approving the good ones, 
warning the legislature ‘Do not 
pass” on the bad. 

In practice, however, the 
committees are not equipped 
for the ‘job. Committee 
members, usually unaware 
of the background of pro- 
posals, are’hesitant to “1 
such proposals, 

Moreover, committees 
believe bad bills will usual- 
ly be “weeded out” else- 
where along the road to 
passage; since they must 
be approvéd by a majority 
of both houses and accepted 
by the Governor. Thus, in 
the 1963 session, commit- 
tees screened out only 4% 
of all bills. 

“Committtees,” the Katz 
report states, “are rarely 
willing to be discriminating 
enough to instill confidence 
in the membership that the 
committee function is being 
properly exercised.” 

To improve the legislative 
function of standing commit- 
tees, Con-Con probably will 
make three changes. 

First, it might reduce the 
number of standing committees 
in the House by as much as 
50% to, concentrate responsi- 
bility. 

Second, committee structure 
and procedures may be reor- 
ganized. Committees might be 
divided, for example, into leg- 
islative and service functions. 

No representative would be 
allowed to serve on more than 
one major committee—no sena- 
tor on more than two. And no 
member would be chairman of 
more than one legislative com- 
mittee. 

And third, the way might be 
cleared for hiring adequate 
staff to help with the excessive 
amount of legislation some com- 
mittees must review. The House 
Appropriations Committee, for 
example, in 1966 Xonsidered 392 
bills, with totalappropriations 
of $4.4 billion, without any staff 
help. 

Organizing the state legisla- 
ture for the last third of the 
20th Century involves a balance 
between constitutional _provi- 
sions and actions by the legisla- 
ture itself, 

It is probably politically real- 
istic to say, however, that the 
legislature will be slow to move 
unless it has the example of the 
Constitutional Convention and 
the approval of the voters of 
Illinois befote it. 

In 1955, the Commission of 
American Legislatures for the 
American Political Science As- 
sociation said, ‘Modernization 
of American state legislatures 
is considered by many to be the 
most important piece of unfin- 
ished business in the area’ of 
government reorganization.” 

The Constitutional Convention 
is trying to respond to that 
mandate.

The Seventy-sixth General As- 
sembly of the State of Illinoi: 
by a vote of the members of 
each House thereof and ap- 
proved’ by the Governor, en- 
acted the “Anti-Pollution Bond 
Act”, calling for submission to 
the electors of the question of 
whether such Act shall become 
effective and whether the State 
of Illinois shall issue bonds in 
the amount of not more than 
$750,000,000 for the protection 
of the environment through the 
control of water pollution. 

By virtue of Section 8 of such 
legislation and in accordance 
with Section 18, Article IV, IIli- 
nois Constitution, the above- 
stated proposition must be sub- 
mitted to the electors of the 
State of Illinois at the general 
election to be held November 
3, 1970. 

The text of the Act is pub- 
lished below, as required by 
the State Constitution. The fol- 
lowing Statement and Sugges- 
tions has been prepared to 2 
ford a proper understanding of 
the proposition. 

STATEMENT AND 
SUGGESTIONS 

Scope of the Program. This 
measure authorizes the finan- 
cing of bonds to the amount of 
$750,000,000.. Proceeds of the 
bond issue will be used for plan- 
ning, financing and constructing 
municipal sewage treatment 
works and solid waste disposal 


facilities. These funds will pro- 
vide the State portion for a 
program of joint State and 
Federal financing for these 
projects. 
Term, Interest and Sale of 
Bonds. The bonds are to be 
fully retired within 25 years of 
the date of issue. They are to 
bear interest at a rate of not 
more than 7% per year. The 
issuance, sale and retirement 
of the bonds will be under the 
supervision and control of the 
Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy, created by the “Environ- 
mental Protection Act’’, enacted 
by the 76th General Assembly. 
The bonds are to be sold, after 
newspaper publication of notice, 
to the “highest and best bid- 
ders, for not less than their par 
value, upon sealed bids.”

Be it enacted by the People, 
of the State of Illinois, repre- 
sented in the General Assembly: 

Section 1. This Act shall be 
known and may be cited as the 
‘Anti-Pollution Bond Act’. 

Section 2. The State of Illinois 
is authorized to Issue and sell 
and provide for the retirement 
of bonds of the State of Illinois 
to the amount of $750,000,000 
for the purpose of providing 
funds for use in this State for 
the protection of the environ- 
ment through the control of 
water pollution. 

Section 3. The issuance, sale 
and retirement of bonds authory 
ized by this Act shall be under 
the general supervision and 
control of the Environmental 
Protection Agency, hereinafter 
called the ‘Agency’, created by 
the ‘Environmental Protection 
Act’, enacted by the 76th Gen- 
eral Assembly. ; 

The bonds shall bear interest 
payable annually or semi- 
annually, from their date, at 
the rate of not more than 7% 
per annum. The bonds shall be 
serial bonds and be dated, is- 
sued and sold from time to 
time in such amounts as may 
be necessary to provide funds 
for the protection of environ- 
ment within this State as pro- 
vided by Section 4 of this Act. 
Each bond shall be in the de- 
nomination of $1,000 or some 
multiple thereof, and shall be 
made payable within 25 years 
from its date. These bonds shall 
be signed by the Governor and 
attested by the Secretary of 
State under the seal of the 
State and countersigned by the 
State Treasurer. The signatures 
of the Governor and the Secre- 
tary of State may be litho- 
graphed facsimile signatures. 
Interest coupons, with litho- 
graphed facsimile*signatures of 
the Governor, Secretary of 
State and State Treasurer may 
be attached to the bonds. The 
fact that an officer whose sig- 
nature or facsimile thereof ap- 
pears on a bond or interest 
coupon no longer holds such 
office at the time the bond or 
coupon is delivered shall not 
invalidate such bond or interest 
coupon. 

Pending the preparation and 
execution of any such bonds 
temporary bonds may be is- 
sued with or without interest 
coupons. The bonds shall be 
sold to the highest and best’ bid- 
ders, for not less than their par 


value, upon sealed bids. Thé 
Agency shall, from time to time 
as the bonds are to be sold, ad- 
vertise in at teast 2 daily news- 
papers, one of which is pub- 
lished In the City of Springfield 
and one in the City of Chicago, 
for proposals to purchase the 
bonds. Each of such advertise- 
ments for proposals shal! be 
published at least 10 days prior 
to the date of the opening of 
the bids..The Agency may re- 
serve the right to reject any 
and all bids. The bonds may be 
made registerable as to princi- 
pal with the State Treasurer. 
The bonds shall be deposited 
with the State Treasurer, and 
when sold the proceeds of the 
bonds shall be paid into the 
State Treasury and kept in a 
separate fund which shall be 
known as the Anti-Pollution 
Fund, which separate fund is 
hereby created. 

Section 4, The proceeds from 
the sale of bonds issued pur- 
suant to this Act shall be used 
by and under the direction of 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency, or any successor agen- 
cy, subject to appropriation by 
the General Assembly, in such 
amounts, at such times and for 
such purpose as the Agency 
deems necessary or ‘desirable 
for the planning, financing and 
construction of municipal sew- 
age treatment works and solid 
waste disposal facilities. 

Section 5. The State Treasurer 
may, with the approval of the 
Governor, invest and reinvest, 
at the existing market ptice 
and in any event not to exceed 
102% of par plus accrued inter- 
est, any money in the Anti- 
Pollution Fund in the State 
treasury which, in the opinion 
of the Governor communicated 
in writing to the State Treas- 
urer, is not needed for current 
expenditures. due or about to 
become due from such fund, in 
direct and general obligations 
of the United States Govern- 
ment. The cost price of all such 
obligations shall be considered 
as cash in the custody of the 
State Treasurer, and such ob- 
ligations shall be conveyed at 
cost price as cash by the State 
Treasurer to his successor. The 
money in the Anti-Pollution 
Fund in the form of such obli- 
gations shall be set up by the 
State Treasurer as a separate 
account of such fund and shown 
distinctly in every report. is 
sued by him regarding fund bal- 
ances. 

All earnings accruing upon 
any such investment shall be 
paid into the Anti-Pollution 
Bond Retirement and Interest 
Fund. All of the moneys re- 
ceived from the sale or redemp= 
tion of such investments shall 
be replaced in the Anti-Pollution 
Fund. 

Section 6. To the extent that 
funds are available in the Gen- 
eral Revenue Fund of the State, 
the General Assembly is autho: 
ized to direct the transfer, from 
time to time from the General 
Revenue Fund to the Anti- 
Pollution Bond Retirement and 
Interest Fund which separate 
fund in the State treasury is 
hereby created which when 
added to money received by 
such fund from other sources 
will be sufficient to pay the 
principal of and interest on the 
bonds provided for by this Act, 
as the same become due, and 
to the etxent such transfer of 
funds is authorized by the Gen- 
eral Assembly for that purpose 
the taxes levied for the pay- 
ment of the principal of and 
interest on such bonds as pro- 
vided by Section 7 of this Act 
shall be abated. 

Section 7. Each year, after 
this Act becomes fully ‘opera- 
tive, and until all of the bonds 
issued as herein provided have 
been retired, there is levied a 
direct annual tax upon all real 
and personal property in this 
State subject to taxation for 
such amount as shall be neces- 
sary and sufficient to pay the 
interest, as it shall accrue, on 


‘all bonds issued under this Act 


and also to pay and discharge 
the principal of such bonds at 
par value, as such bonds fall 
due; and the amounts of such 
direct annual tax shall be ap- 
propriated for that specific pur- 
pose. 

The proceeds of this tax shall 
be paid into the Anti-Pollution 
Bond Retirement and Interest 
Fund in the State treasury 

The required rate of direct 
annual tax shall be fixed each 
year by the officers charged by 
law with fixing the- rate for 
State taxes on the valuation of 
real and personal property in 
this State subject to taxation in 
accordance with the provisions 
of the statutes in such cases. 
If, however, money has been 
transferred from the General 
Revenue Fund to the Anti- 
Pollution Bond Retirement and 
Interest Fund for the same 
purpose for which this direct 
annual tax, is levied and im- 
posed, such’ officers shall in fix- 
ing the rate of the direct annual 
tax make proper allowance in 
the amount of money so trans- 
ferred and funds received from 
other sources in reduction of the 
tax levied under this Section, 
and the tax levied under this 
Section shall be abated in that 
amount. 

Section 8. The proposition of
